The judges trave taken weeks consl-- 
deringathe questions, which are printed 
on more than five thousand, foolscap 
sheets forming: volume twenty-four 
inches thick. 

The previaus record for the number 
of questions put to a jury in a Fronch 
lawsuit was 1,050 in the Stavisky trial, 
but on Thursday this record was pass- 
ed when a jury tackled. 2,190 questions, 

That record, In turn, will be left far
